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Introduction and Background

Pursuant to A.R.S. §45-2452(A), the Arizona Water Banking Authority (AWBA) was required to develop
a Storage Facility Inventory (Inventory) of all existing storage facilities in Arizona prior to March 1,
1997. The purpose of the Inventory was "...to determine whether storage facilities exist in this state to
meet the water storage needs of the authority for the following ten years” (A.R.S. §45-2452(D)).
Pursuant to A.R.S. §45-2452(F), the AWBA is required to update the Inventory at least once every five
years. As such, the 1997 Inventory was updated in 2002, 2005 and 2011. In addition to meeting the
mandatory update requirement, the Storage and Interstate Release Agreement (SIRA) requires
identification of recharge facilities in the Inventory prior to the AWBA utilizing those facilities for
interstate water storage. According to the most current Ten-Year Plan, the AWBA does not expect to

conduct interstate water storage at least through 2026.

With the exception of interstate water storage, inclusion of a facility in the Inventory does not require
the specific use of such facility in the future. Instead, the AWBA will continue to determine through its
Annual Plan of Operation which facilities will be used. Conversely, excluding a facility in the Inventory

does not preclude the AWBA from utilizing that facility in a future Annual Plan.

In addition to available storage capacity at permitted recharge facilities, there are two other factors
affecting the AWBA's ability to store water: water availability and funding availability. Pursuant to
A.R.S. § 45-2427, the AWBA shall not store Colorado River water that would have otherwise been used
in the state. As shortage conditions become more probable, the Excess CAP water pool that is
available for AWBA use is becoming less reliable as a water source. In fact, in the AWBA’s most
current Ten-Year Plan, the AWBA assumes that no Excess CAP water will be available except in 2017.
If normal conditions prevail, according to Table 7 of the Ten-Year Plan, the AWBA could have nearly
725,000 acre-feet of water to store over the next ten years ranging from between 60,000 and 100,000

acre-feet per year.

Funding availability coupled with increased costs to purchase and store water will also decrease the
need for capacity. Between 2017 and 2022, the cost to deliver excess CAP water for recharge are
expected to increase by approximately 40%. As an example, in 2017, $1 million will pay for the
development of an estimated 4,500 acre-feet of long-term storage credits (credits). In 2022, $1 million
will only pay for the development of roughly 3,200 acre-feet of credits, a reduction of nearly 30%. This
reduction will limit the AWBA's need for capacity particularly in the Tucson and Pinal AMAs where

funding has been the primary limiting factor.
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Recharge Facilities Used by AWBA

The AWBA currently holds or has held water storage permits at 28 recharge facilities!. Those facilities
have a collective capacity of about 1.5 million acre-feet, close to 75% of all permitted recharge
capacity. Only one, the Superstition Mountain Recharge Project, has become operational since the
Storage Facility Inventory that was completed in 2011. Of the 1.5 million acre-feet of capacity,
approximately 820,000 acre-feet of capacity is located in the Phoenix AMA, 330,000 acre-feet in the
Pinal AMA and nearly 300,000 acre-feet in the Tucson AMA. Table 1 on the following page shows the
capacity permitted for all recharge projects by AMA where the AWBA has held or continues to hold a
permit to store water. Of these facilities where the AWBA has permits, there are three where the AWBA
has never stored water: 1) Hassayampa Recharge Facility, 2) Kai Farms Avra Valley and 3) Vidler
Water Company Recharge Project. Moreover, some of these facilities are no longer permitted or not
operational as facilities. In some cases, the AWBA has opted not to renew an expired storage permit
because of a lack of storage capacity available to the AWBA at the facility. Projects highlighted in
Table 1 are actively used by the AWBA today.

In addition to the AWBA water storage, facility operators and other recharge partners also store CAP
water at these facilities. While the AWBA anticipates the availability of certain volumes of storage
capacity for planning purposes, actual capacity available to the AWBA in any given year is subject to
facility operation as well as the volume of storage capacity used by others. In 2013, to address
potential future competing demands at its own recharge facilities, CAWCD developed a prioritization
policy for the use of its facilities. CAWCD operates six recharge projects, where the AWBA has stored
water, with a total capacity of approximately 300,000 acre-feet. If in any year there is insufficient
capacity to meet all scheduled demands after consultation with its customers on sharing use of
capacity, CAWCD will prioritize use of its facilities in accordance with its policy. Under the policy, the
AWBA is afforded the same priority as others with the statutory firming obligations and for the CAGRD's

replenishment reserve, ahead of CAP long and short-term contract holders.

Recently, water users in the Phoenix and Tucson AMA prepared an innovative joint proposal for a
concept called inter-AMA water storage and firming. Under the proposal, a CAP M&I subcontractor in
the Phoenix AMA could store a portion of their entitlement in the Tucson AMA at a Tucson CAP M&I
subcontractor’s USF. In-turn, a Tucson M&I subcontractor would agree to accept the recovered credits

in the future in lieu of a direct delivery to their USF. The water would be delivered instead to the

! Two of the 28 recharge projects operate under two facility permits each: Agua Fria Recharge Project (AFRP) and the Gila River Indian
Irrigation and Drainage District (GRIIDD) GSF. The AFRP continues to operate under a constructed and a managed permit. The GRIIDD held
a permit for the Phoenix AMA and one for the Pinal AMA as the boundaries of the District crossed the AMA boundary. The GRIIDD no longer
holds permits.
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Phoenix M&I subcontractor’s treatment plant. To evaluate the concepts of inter-AMA water storage,
Phoenix and Tucson CAP water users implemented the first inter-AMA storage effort on a small scale in
the Tucson AMA in 2015. For 2017, the plan is to expand the volume to 40,000 acre-feet. As a result,
the AWBA's storage capacity at the Southern Avra Valley Storage and Recovery Project and the Avra
Valley Recharge Project will be reduced by a combined volume of approximately 15,000 acre-feet,
shifting storage to other locations within the AMA. Although inter-AMA storage by others could affect
the location of AWBA water storage going forward, sufficient storage capacity will still be available to
the AWBA in the Tucson AMA.

Taking multiple factors into account, according to the most recent Ten-Year Plan?, approximately
253,000 acre-feet of capacity is available to the AWBA at recharge facilities where the AWBA currently
stores water. Of the 253,000 acre-feet, approximately 56,000 acre-feet is located in the Phoenix AMA,
140,000 acre-feet of capacity is located in the Pinal AMA and just over 56,000 acre-feet® is located in
the Tucson AMA.

The details for all these facilities can be found in Appendix A to this Inventory. Appendix A lists the
facility permit number and duration, facility name, Active Management Area (AMA), permit holder,
permit volume, type of water and recharge method. With the exception of the Granite Reef
Underground Storage Project and the Roosevelt Water Conservation District Groundwater Savings
Facility, all the existing recharge facilities used by the AWBA are permitted for CAP water only.

Through 2015, the total balance of credits accrued by the AWBA through water storage is 3,981,187
acre-feet including 3,430,145 acre-feet for intrastate banking and 551,041 acre-feet of credits for
interstate banking. In the Phoenix AMA, the total cumulative balance is 1,833,511 acre-feet including
51,009 acre-feet for interstate banking. In the Pinal AMA, the total cumulative balance is 1,392,782
acre-feet including 390,241 acre-feet for interstate banking. Finally, in the Tucson AMA, the total
cumulative balance is 754,894 acre-feet including 109,791 acre-feet for interstate banking. Table 2 on
page 4 identifies the total volume of credits accrued by the AWBA through water storage at individual
storage facilities within each AMA. Although the AWBA has also accrued credits through other means
such as purchases, those credits were not included in the total since they are not relevant to the

analysis for determining storage capacity needs.

Additional Recharge Projects Not Used by AWBA
In addition to facilities where the AWBA currently stores, there are another 70 permitted recharge
facilities in the Phoenix, Pinal and Tucson AMAs with a total capacity of around 460,000 acre-feet.

Details about all of these facilities are presented in the table in Appendix B to this Inventory. Appendix
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B lists the facility permit number and duration, facility name, AMA, permit holder, permit volume, type

of water and recharge method.

Currently, the AWBA does not hold water storage permits for effluent storage. Since shortages to CAP
water supplies are anticipated, the AWBA may seek effluent supplies and storage facilities in the future
in order to meet its firming goals. Of the 70 permitted recharge facilities listed in Appendix B, 58 are

permitted to store effluent.

Phoenix Active Management Area

Of the 70 other recharge facilities, there are 43 facilities located in the Phoenix AMA with a capacity of
around 308,000 acre-feet. Forty-one of the facilities are USFs and 2 are GSFs. Thirty-six of the USFs
are permitted to store effluent with a collective capacity of nearly 290,000 acre-feet. These projects
are small in magnitude, with only five facilities having capacity in excess of 10,000 acre-feet per year:
1) SRP New River Agua Fria Underground Storage Project, 2) Roosevelt Irrigation District, 3) City of
Scottsdale Water Campus, 4), Chandler Tumbleweed Regional Park, 5) City of Chandler Ocotillo

Recharge and Recovery Project.

Many of the effluent facilities are operated by utilities holding CAP subcontracts. These projects may
present opportunities in the future for firming CAP subcontracts through effluent purchase

arrangements.

Pinal Active Management Area

Of the 70 other facilities, there are currently 12 permitted storage facilities located in the Pinal AMA,
with a capacity of just over 30,000 acre-feet, all of which are USFs. All but one of these facilities are
permitted to store effluent with a collective capacity of just over 20,000 acre-feet. These projects are
small in magnitude with only one facility, Arizona Water Company Pinal Valley Recharge Project, having
a capacity in excess of 10,000 acre-feet per year which is permitted to store CAP water. Two of the
facilities are operated by utilities holding CAP subcontracts and may also present opportunities in the

future for firming CAP subcontracts through CAP or effluent purchase arrangements.

Tucson Active Management Area

Of the 70 other facilities, there are currently 15 permitted storage facilities located in the Tucson AMA
with a capacity around 120,000 acre-feet. Twelve of the facilities are USFs permitted with a storage
capacity of just under 90,000 acre-feet per year. All of these projects are effluent projects except one.
There are three GSFs with a permitted capacity of around 33,000 acre-feet all of which are permitted
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to use only CAP water. Two entities operating recharge facilities in the Tucson AMA also hold CAP

subcontracts including the City of Tucson and the Town of Marana.

Qutside AMAs

There are ten recharge facilities located outside the three AMAs where the AWBA operates, including
one facility for which the AWBA has held a water storage permit for in the past: Vidler Water Company
Recharge Project. The remaining nine facilities are located in areas remote to the three county area
and have been excluded from this analysis.

Conclusion

The determination regarding whether enough storage facility capacity exists in Arizona to meet the
AWBA'’s water storage needs for the next ten years is made based on whether there is storage facility
capacity available to the AWBA in a volume greater than the total proposed volume of water available
for delivery by the AWBA. As indicated earlier, according to the most recent Ten-Year Plan,
approximately 253,000 acre-feet of capacity is available at the recharge facilities where the AWBA

currently stores water.

As shortage conditions become more probable, Excess CAP water is becoming less reliable as a water
source. Given the AWBA’s most current Ten-Year Plan assumes no Excess CAP water will be available
except in 2017, the combination of capacity and available supply are manageable. Even if normal
conditions prevail, the AWBA would only have about 725,000 acre-feet of water to store over the next
ten years ranging each year from between 60,000 and 100,000 acre-feet. Given these projections, the
AWBA clearly has sufficient capacity to meet demands. In the event conditions change and there is
more water available to the AWBA, storage capacity in the Phoenix AMA could potentially be expanded

to include facilities where the AWBA does not currently have a water storage permit.

What is perhaps more interesting about this facility inventory is the potential opportunities to partner
with water utilities operating effluent recharge projects, particularly those holding CAP subcontracts.

With Excess CAP supplies dwindling, the AWBA may want to explore these opportunities more fully.
